Introduction

Details of the place of occurrence and demographic and 
socio-economic characteristics of the persons involved are also provided.

Covers topics from the 1991 Victorian State Supplementary Survey. Examines aspects 
of women’s working lives including occupation and industry, superannuation, child 
care, whether the woman has had a break in her working life; the reasons for the break 
and its effect on the woman’s career.

Information on present and previous dwelling, reason for moving, advantages of present 
dwelling, moving intentions, sources of income and total household income.
